In the schools of Vienna the tire escape 
drill is executed in tiuve different ways, 
in the case oi a tire in the neighIxirlwxxl 
(signal No. 1» the pupils place their 
hooks in th(‘ir satchels, put on their 
outer garments, and leave the class 
room iy groups of four. 
If the danger 
is imminent (signal No. 2) the books 
are left, the outer garments rapidly put 
on and the class room is vaeiitisl. 
In 
ease of extreme peril (signal No. .’i) tin* 
book« and clothing are left, and the 
exit is made immediately in groups. 
In the tire drill at Hamilton, Ont., 
arrangements are also made for each 
class to keep its own side of the stair­ 
way and m o ve on independently of 
other classes preceding or following. 
In this school 600 pupils have vacated 
their c la s s roem in less than two min­ 
utes. 
The tire drill is not odly an ef­ 
fective safe;;ua rd against tiie danger of 
panic’s, but is also a good ^v in mastic ex­ 
ercise.—New York Commercial Adver­ 
tiser.
